Superstorm Victims Brace for Cold 



Frigid temperatures 
create a new problem 
after the devastation 

New York 

Shivering victims of Superstorm 
Sandy went to church Sunday to pray 
for deliverance as cold weather set- 
tling in across the New York metro- 
politan region — and another pow- 
erful storm forecast for the middle 
of the week — added to their mis- 
fortunes and deepened the gloom. 

With overnight temperatures 
sinking into the 30s and hundreds 
of thousands of homes and busi- 
nesses still without electricity. New 
York City officials handed out blan- 
kets and urged people to go to tem- 
porary warming shelters set up dur- 
ing the day at senior citizen centers. 

At the same time, government 
leaders began to grapple with a daunt- 
ing, longer-term problem: where to 
find housing for the tens of thou- 
sands of people whose homes could 
be uninhabitable for weeks or months 
because of a combination of storm 
damage and cold weather. 

Mayor Michael Bloomberg said 
30,000 to 40,000 New Yorkers may 
need to be relocated, though he said 
that number would probably drop 
to 20,000 within a couple of weeks 
as power is restored in more places.

Officials moved voting locations, 

marshaled power generators and hur- 
riedly put voting machines into place 
as they prepared to hold the election in 
storm-ravaged sections of New York and 
New Jersey in the aftermath of Super- 
storm Sandy. Some voters will be cast- 
ing ballots in places different from their 
usual polls and New Jersey officials said 
Saturday that registered voters can vote 
by email or fax.

powerless apartment buildings in 
the Far Rockaway section of Queens, 
volunteers for the city handed out 
bagels, diapers, water, blankets and 
other necessities. Genicejosey filled 
a garbage bag until it was bulging. 

“Nights are the worst because you 
feel like you’re outside when you’re 
inside,” said Josey, who sleeps under 
three blankets and wears long Johns 
under her pajamas. “You shiver your- 
self to sleep.” 

Six days after Sandy slammed into 
the New Jersey coastline in an assault 
that killed more than 100 people in 10 
states, gasoline shortages persisted 
across the region, though odd-even 


rationing got under way in northern 
New Jersey in an echo of the gas cri- 
ses of the 1970s. More than 900,000 
homes and businesses were still with- 
out power in New Jersey, and nearly 
700,000 in New York City, its north- 
ern suburbs and Long Island. 

With more subways running and 
most city schools set to reopen Mon- 
day, large swaths of the city were get- 
ting back to something resembling 
normal. But the coming week could 
bring new challenges, namely an Elec- 
tion Day without power in hundreds 
of polling places, and a nor’easter 
expected hit the area by Wednesday.

Boy Dies in Fall, Mauling 
At Pittsburgh Zoo Exhibit 


Pittsburgh 

A 2-year-old boy visiting the Pitts- 
burgh zoo was killed Sunday when 
he fell off a railing that his moth- 
er had put him on top of to view a 
pack of African painted dogs, who 
pounced on the child and mauled 
him, police said. 

It was not clear whether the boy 
died from the 11-foot fall into the 
wild dog exhibit area or from the 
attack, said Barbara Baker, pres- 
ident and CEO of the Pittsburgh 
Zoo & PPG Aquarium. 

“It was very horrific,” said Lt. 
Kevin Kraus of the Pittsburgh police, 
and added that the dogs attacked 
“immediately” after the fall. 

When the boy fell, other visitors 
immediately told staff members, 
who responded along with Pitts- 
burgh police. Zookeepers called off 
some of the dogs, and seven of them 
immediately went to a back build- 
ing. Three more eventually were 
drawn away from the child, but the 
last dog was aggressive and police 
had to shoot the animal, officials say. 

The zoo, which has never had a 


Backstory 

The African painted dogs are 

about as big as medium-sized do- 
mestic dogs, 2 to 272 feet high and 
37 to 80 pounds and are considered 
endangered. At the Pittsburgh Zoo 
& PPG Aquarium, the dogs normally 
live in a 1.5-acre exhibit that’s part of 
a larger open area where elephants, 
lions and other animals can be 
seen. Visitors can look at the dogs 
below by walking onto a deck that 
is glassed on the sides but open in 
front where there is a railing with a 
mesh barrier below it. (ap) 


visitor death, was closed, and it was 
not clear when it would be reopen. 

Authorities didn’t immediate- 
ly release the name of the boy or 
his mother, but say she is 34-years 
old and lives in Pleasant Hills, just 
outside Pittsburgh.

Fractured opposition 
convenes in effort to 
solidify leadership 

Doha, Qatar 

Sharp disagreements arose Sunday 
on the first day of a Syrian oppo- 
sition conference meant to forge a 
more cohesive leadership that the 
international community says is 
necessary before it will boost its 
support for those trying to over- 
throw President Bashar Assad. 

The main opposition group in 
exile, the Syrian National Council, 
balked at a U.S.-backed plan that 
would largely sideline it to make 
room in a new leadership council 
for fighters and activists inside 
Syria. However, with international 
pressure mounting, the SNC also 
suggested it is willing to negotiate 
a compromise that would give the 
SNC more influence in a new lead- 
ership team. 

The international communi- 
ty has long urged the SNC, wide- 
ly seen as dysfunctional and out 
of touch, to broaden its base and 
include a greater spectrum of Syr- 




ian society, especially those fight- 
ing inside the country. Last week, 
U.S. Secretary of State Hillary Rod- 
ham Clinton was unusually harsh, 
suggesting the SNC’s leadership 


days are over. 

Failure to reach a deal in Doha 
could further heighten tensions 
between Syria’s political opposition 
and the international community.

Palestinian President Mahmoud 
Abbas has set off a strident debate 
by shattering a once-inviolable 
taboo, publicly suggesting his peo- 
ple would have to relinquish claims 
to ancestral homes in Israel. 

Abbas’ comments on the refu- 
gee issue, made in an interview on 
Israeli TV over the weekend, trig- 
gered hot responses from Pales- 
tinians and Israelis alike.

“I am a refugee, but I am living 
in Ramallah. I believe that the West 
Bank and Gaza is Palestine. And 
the other parts is Israel,” Abbas 
said. “I want to see Safed. It is my 
right to see it, but not to live there.” 

The comments were widely seen 
as an acknowledgment that return 
of all the refugees would be impos- 
sible. Palestinian officials private- 
ly acknowledge that, but they have 
been reluctant to say so in public.

Camera Fines Set to Drop 



Reductions for tickets 
are part of a broader 
Look into speed Limits 

Washington 

Motorists will be fined less for most 
speeding tickets issued by camera 
starting Monday, Mayor Vincent C. 
Gray announced last week. 

What was a $75 ticket for going 

10 mph or less over the speed limit 
will become a $50 ticket Mon- 
day, while $125 tickets for going 

11 to 15 mph over the limit will 
be reduced to $100. Camera tick- 
ets for driving 16 to 25 mph over 
the limit will remain between 
$150 and $200, but those photo- 
graphed going more than 25 mph 
over the limit will pay a new high- 
er fine of $300. 

Transportation and police offi- 
cials will also engage in a whole- 
sale reexamination of speed limits 
in the city, meaning some could be 
raised and others lowered. 

Gray, a Democrat, said the 
changes came after “lots of feed- 
back” about the camera enforce- 
ment system, which generated 
$84.9 million for the city last fis- 
cal year. 

The changes, he said, will 
“improve fairness while continu- 
ing to ensure and improve pub- 
lic safety.” 

Administration officials have 
estimated that the changes will 
mean about $23.6 million less in 
yearly city revenue. 

But last fiscal year, the camer- 
as brought in $27.1 million more 
than projections that remain the 
same for this fiscal year — mean- 
ing even with the lower fines, an 
additional $3.5 million in unbud- 
geted revenue is expected before

the fiscal year ends next Sept. 30. 

Gray said he wants to use that 
money to hire 100 additional police 
officers, which would bring the 
force to 4,000. That’s a level the 
city hasn’t seen since 2009. 

The lower fines come as the 
D.C. Council has made moves to 
readjust the traffic enforcement 
regime amid the growing percep- 
tion that the speeding tickets rep- 
resent a revenue grab rather than 
a public-safety initiative. 


Council members Mary M. 
Cheh, D-Ward 3, and Tommy Wells, 
D-Ward 6, have proposed more 
wholesale changes, including low- 
ering fines for speeding violations 
up to 20 mph to $50 and dedicat- 
ing half of camera revenue to traffic 
safety. Their proposal has a higher 
price tag, however, which promises 
to complicate those efforts. 

Gray is lowering the fines by 
emergency rule-making, which 
does not require public comment 
or a revenue analysis from the chief 
financial officer. 

Wells, in a statement, said 
he is “pleased to see the mayor 
is listening” to people with con- 
cerns about the camera program. 
“Their message was clear: Speed 
cameras work to reduce speed 
and make streets safer, but the 
city must be smarter about set-

More Groups Join Gambling Fray 


3 new ballot-issue 
eommittees appear 
for Md. Question 7 

Annapolis, Md. 

Three new ballot-issue commit- 
tees have emerged in the closing 
weeks of Maryland’s costly fight 
over expanded gambling, chan- 
neling another $2.2 million into 
attempts to sway voters to sup- 
port Question 7. 

The efforts of the newcom- 
ers are narrower than those of 
the two main committees, which 
largely have been funded by gam- 
bling companies with a big stake 
in the outcome. 

MGM Resorts has now given 
close to $30 million to advocate 
passage of the measure, while 
Penn National Gaming has 
ponied up more than $41 million 
to oppose it.

The newest committee to regis- 
ter is called the Republican Lead- 
ers Referendum Guide. 

The only funding reported by 
the group is $271,515 from the 
Peterson Cos., the developer of 


National Harbor. 

Question 7 would allow a new 
casino in Prince George’s County, 
and National Harbor is considered 
the most likely site. Peterson also 
has contributed $1.7 million to the 
committee backed by MGM, which 
is angling to build the casino at 
Peterson’s development. 

Another new ballot committee 
is advocating for passage of Ques- 
tion 7, as well as all the other state- 
wide measures confronting Mary- 
land voters. 

That group, called Forward 
Maryland, has been sending out 
direct mail and plans to hand out 
literature to voters at the polls. Its 
treasurer is Isaac Salazar, a former 
Maryland Democratic Party staffer. 

Forward Maryland has report- 
ed raising $1 million, all of it from 
donors with a stake in the state’s 
expanded gambling measure. 

Another relative newcomer to

Electoral Math Problems 


Obama seems to 
have the edge, but 
neither side can 
count on 270 yet 

Columbus, Ohio 

President Barack Obama enters 
the final hours of the 2012 cam- 
paign with an edge in the hunt 
for the 270 electoral votes need- 
ed to win and more ways to reach 
that magic number. Yet the race 
is remarkably close in at least six 
states that could go either way, giv- 
ing Republican Mitt Romney hope 
that he can pull off a come-from- 
behind victory. 

An Associated Press analy- 
sis found that if the election were 
held today, Obama would be all 
but assured of 249 votes, by carry- 
ing 19 states that are solidly Dem- 
ocratic or leaning his way plus the 
District. Romney would lay claim 
to 206, from probable victories in 
23 states that are strong Repub- 
lican turf or tilt toward the GOP. 

Up for grabs are 83 electoral 
votes spread across Colorado, Flor- 
ida, Ohio, New Hampshire, Virgin- 
ia and Wisconsin. 

The AP’s analysis is not meant 
to be predictive, but to provide a 
snapshot of a race that has been 
extraordinarily close. 

Both Republicans and Dem- 
ocrats say Tuesday’s election has 
tightened across the board. Many 
factors are adding to the uncer- 
tainty, including early voting and 
the impact of Superstorm Sandy. 
But here’s perhaps the biggest issue 
complicating efforts to get a handle 
on where the race stands: different 
assumptions that each party’s poll-

The Redskins celebrated their 
annual Homecoming Game on Sun- 
day, welcoming back more than 150 
stars from their glory years.

His best throw of the day came 
two plays before his one-yard 
touchdown run. With his team 
backed up at its own 9 -yard line 
following a Redskins punt, New- 
ton completed a pass to receiver 
Armanti Edwards, who ran free 
thanks to blown coverage by the 
Redskins. Edwards raced 82 yards 
before cornerback Cedric Griffin 
knocked him out of bounds at the 6. 

It marked the eighth time 
this year that the Redskins 
defense has surrendered a pass 
play of 40 yards or more, and 
the 17th pass play of 25 yards or 
more given up by Washington.

Justin Bieber didn’t make any major 
headlines last Tuesday. No stage barf. 
No stolen laptops. There wasn’t a lot to 
talk about. Yet the talk was nonstop. 

That’s because the l8-year-old pop 
singer stands as the social media age’s 
preeminent black hole. More than 47 
million fans have given him a thumbs- 
up on Facebook. His YouTube views 
are in the billions. On Twitter, where 
his name is tweeted roughly every 
second of the day, he’s amassed more 
than 29 million followers. 

The word “fan” doesn’t adequately 
describe the feverish faith and tireless 
attention of Bieber’s legions. Instead, 
they call themselves “beliebers,” band- 
ing together online, devouring Bieber 
news, Bieber rumors, Bieber any- 
thing, Bieber everything. Their hun- 
ger is insatiable. Their metabolism is 
astounding. For 12 hours Tuesday, I 
tried to become one of them. 

I wanted to belieb. 

In order to become a belieber, I 


would need to adapt. So at the stroke 
of noon, I closed all of the usual win- 
dows on my computer screen and 
began waterboarding myself 
with Bieber-related content. 

And nothing else. 

As Bieber (who plays Veri- 
zon Center tonight) prepared 
for a gig in Houston, I hap- 
pened upon some unlucky 
Texas teens who were tweet- 
ing jealous darts at their ticket- 
holding classmates. 

Elsewhere on Twitter, fans 
wondered whether or not our 
hero had split with his girlfriend, 
singer Selena Gomez. 

Most fans were simply beg- 
ging Bieber to acknowledge their 
earthly being. “Dear Justin Drew 
Bieber,” one tweeted, “can you 
notice me and follow me? I EXIST.” 

It was over a dinner of spaghetti 
bolognese — Justin’s favorite food. 


according tojustinbieberzone.com — 
that I entered my eighth consecutive 
hour of listening to him sing, hoping 
that a day of head-numbing hypercon- 
nectivity had brought my heart clos- 
er to the music landing on my ears. 

I chewed to the beat of 2010’s “Run- 
away Love.” It’s a gummy, mid-tempo 
tune in which his voice exudes equal 
parts invincibility and uncertainty, 
the two poles of adolescence.
